ALGER TOO ILL TO CONFER. 


t h e C anadian Official W ill W alt a Fow 
Day* Longer. 


W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 29. —The expected 
conference between Secretary Alger 
end Mr. Sifton, the Canadian official, 
did not take place. Secretary Aiger had 
overrated his strength and found that, 
he was not sufficiently recovered from 
his illness to undertake the work of ar­ 
ranging details of the relief expedition 
to the Klondike. The Canadian visitors 
are to remain in Washington for a few 
days, however, so that the conference 
is simply postponed for a short time. 
Captain Brainard issued today the 
advernsements for the supplies that are 
to be carrie 1 on the relief expeditions. 
They probably will appear in news­ 
papers in Chicago, Seattle, Portland 
and San Francisco. The list of articles 
to be carried has been arranged with 
the greatest care by the qnaatermaster's 
department, after consultation with 
Surgeon General Sternberg, only the 
most vitally necessary food articles, 
which oombme resistance to cold and 
decay with great nutritive value being 
selected. 
„ 
„ 
From the advices of the Canadians 
it is likely that Skaguay will be chosen 
instead of Lyea as the terminal port 
of the relief expeditions. The reason 
for this choice is said to be the fact 
that Skaqnay has wharves at which 
the ships can discharge cargo directly, 
while at Dyea there are nothing bnt 
lighters to land the goods. 
Mr. Sifton said that he hoped to con­ 
clude his visit within the next two 
days, and that there was no doubt the 
two governments could make an arj 
rangement which would be mutually 
beneficial in extending relief to the 
Klondikers. The minister’s attention 
was called to reports that Canada might 
not be willing to co-operate in the use 
of the military arm of the government, 
as provided by the hill which recently 
became a law. 
He said, however, that 
he apprehended no difficulty in that di­ 
rection. as the only purpose of the two 
governments was to effect the relief in 
the most feasible way possible.

Captain Reid died in the Na­ 
val hospital in Brooklyn in 1861 and 
was buried in Cypress H ills cemetery 
in a lot th at had been purchased by his 
tw o brothers. A man named M arcbant, 
who bas been employed a t the cemetery 
for 47 years, now certifies th at he sold 
the lot a t Cypress avenue and Zephyr 
path to the Reid brothers, and th at by 
his advice they buried C aptain Reid in 
the m iddle one of the five graves in the 
rear of the lo t 
The grave is w ithout 
any m ark, but the association is going 
to erect a fitting m onum ent over it. 
C aptain 
Reid was born in 
1783. 
W hen there was a dispute as to the 
form of the U uited States flag in 1818. 
C aptain Reid suggested th at a star be 
added in the field of the flag for each 
state adm itted to the Union, and th at 
the num ber of stripes be not increased 
R ankin post, G. A. R., has for year* 
placed flowers on a grave at some dis­ 
tance from th at of C aptain Reid in the 
belief that it was honoring Captain

W ashington, Dec. 89.—Tho experted 
conference between Secretary Alger 
and Mr. 8ifton, the Canadian official, 
did not take place. Secretary Aiger had 
overrated his strength and found that 
he was not sufficiently recovered from 
his illness to undertake the work of ar­ 
ranging details of the relief expedition 
to the Klondike. The Canadian visitors 
are to remain in Washington for a few 
days, however, so that the conference 
is simply postponed for a short time. 
Captain Brainard issued today the 
adverusements for the supplies that are 
to be carne 1 on the relief expeditions. 
They probably will appear in news­ 
papers in Chicago, Seattle, Portland 
and Han Pranoiso >. The list of amoles 
to be carried has been arranged with 
the greatest care by the qnaatermaster's 
department, after consultation with 
Surgeon General Sternberg, only the 
most vitally necessary food articles, 
which oombine resistance to cold and 
decay with great nutritive value being 
selected. 
From the advices of the Canadians 
it is likely that Skagway will be ohosen 
instead of Lyea as the terminal port 
of the relief expeditions. The reason 
for this choioe is said to be the fact 
that Skaquay has wharves at which 
the ships can discharge cargo directly, 
while al Dyea there are nothing hut 
lighters to land the goods. 
Mr. Sifton said that he hoped to con­ 
clude his visit within the next two 
days, and th a1 there waa no doubt the 
two governments could make an ai* 
rangement which would be mutually 
beneficial in extending relief to the 
Klondikers. The minister's attention 
was oailed to reports that Canada might 
not be willing to co-operate in the use 
of the military arm or the government, 
as provided by the bill which recently 
became a law. He said, however, that 
he apprehended no difficulty in that di­ 
rection, as the only purpose of the two 
governments was to effect the relief in 
the most feasible way possible.

DESIGNER O f OUR FLAG.

C aptain Ik C. R aid's B rava Bald to Hava 
Baca U aOaltely Located. 
The location of the grave of Samuel 
Chester Reid, who designed the present 
United States flag, has been definitely 
det« rmim d by Joseph M. E. Burnett of 
the Sa rn nel Chester Reid Monument as­ 
sociation. Captain Reid died in the Na­ 
val hospital in Brooklyn in 1861 and 
was buried in Cypress Hills cemetery 
in a lot that bad been purchased by his 
two brothers. A roan named Marcbant, 
who bas been employed at the cemetery 
for 47 years, now certifies that be sold 
tile lot at Cypress avenue and Zephyr 
path to the Reid brothers, and that by 
his advice they buried Captain Reid in 
the middle one of the five graves in the 
rear of the lot. The grave is without 
any mark, but the association is going 
to erect a fitting monument over it 
Captain Reid was born in 1788. 
When there was a dispute as to the 
form of the United States flag in 1818. 
Captain Reid suggested that a star be 
added in the field of the flag for each 
state admitted to the Union, and that 
the number of stripes be oot increased 
Rankin (Kist, G. A. R . has for years 
placed flowers on a grave at some dis­ 
tance from that of Captain Reid in the 
belief that it was honoring Captain 
Reid’s grave.—N* w York Sun
